health. Thig is a widely accepted 
definition given by Professor C. E. A. 
Winslow in “Science.” 

The Provincial Responsibility 

All the provinces have well-organ- 
ized health services staffed by highly 
qualified personnel. 

Health services in the provinces 
commonly include central planning, 
the operation of special programmes 
affecting the whole province, such as 
research in cancer, mental health 
and tuberculosis, and the provision 
of laboratory service, The provitces 
make consultative service available 
to local authorities; they administer 
regulations governing local services; 
they provide basic services in areas 
where there is no municipal organiz- 
ation; they work closely with the 
provincial education departments 
with respect to school children's 
health and with departments of agri- 
culture regarding the control of ani- 
mal diseases that may be carried to 
man by meat or milk. 

Visitors to the parliament build- 
ings in Fredericton may see a cairn 
commemorating an important event: 
the appointment in New Brunswick 
of the first Minister of Health in the 
British Empire. That example was 
followed in England and in other 
parts of the world, raising public 
health to new importance and ef- 
ficiency. 

The first public health laboratory 
in North America was established in 
Ontario in 1690, and today all the 
provinces operate laboratory services 
and immunization centres. Ontario, 
which had a part-time secretary 
looking after the province's health 
on a budget of $4,000 in 1882, now 
has more than 6,000 civil servants in 
the department of health (4,600 of 
whom are employed in mental hos- 
pitals) and the annual expenditure 
is about $60 million. 

Municipal Activity 

The purpose of a local health de- 
partment may be summarized in this 
way: to apply the sciences of pre- 
ventive medicine, prevent disease, 
develop a healthy population, and 
safeguard life at all ages so that the 
optimum of longevity may be at- 
tained. Duties within this broad 
assignment include collection of vital 
statistics; provision of good sani- 
tation; and seeing to it that cases 
of certain infectious diseases are is- 
olated and placarded. 

In public health language ‘sani- 
tation” meang contro] of the condi- 
tions of the physical enviroment of 
man 60 that he can carry on his life 
at home, at work, and at play with- 
out hagard to his own or his neigh- 
bor’s health, This includes the pro- 
tection of the source, processing, and 
distribution of water and foods, es- 
pecially milk and milk products, 
against contamination or pollution; 
the disposal of man’s personal and 
industria] wastes; contro) of insects, 
vermin, and animals capable of 
causing or spreading disease in the 
human being; the cleanliness of the 
air; the conditions of employment 
where irritating or poisonous ma- 
terials are a by-product of the work; 
elimination of noise that interferes 
with rest and comfort; abatement of 
public nuisances. 

Forward-looking persons are now 
seeking to improve local health ser- 
vices in intensity as well as in 
breadth of coverage. It is becoming 
generally accepted that local health 
officers should be full-time workers 
for the public health of the area they 
serve, and should have special train- 
ing in preventive medicine and hy- 
giene. 

This ideal is being realized in some 
provinces by the establishment of 
local health units, first started in the 
province of Quebec in 1926. A health 
unn is a union of urban and rural 
municipalities for the purpose of 
providing a more efficient sustained 
community health programme, car- 
ried out by full-time qualified per- 
sonnel. Some units serve a county, 
others embrace a city and its sub- 
urbs. 

Federal Health Services 

The federal health services seek 
to keep disease out of Canada, to en- 
sure that the country's food, drugs 
and medicines are safe, and to main- 
tain an environment free from pre- 
ventable health hazards, These ser- 
vices are administered by the Depart- 
ment of Nationa] Health and Wel- 
fare.
